The files of Indian depredation claims 
contain no more romantic and thrilling 
iiHidents than thoBe which relate the 
eiuly life of Mrs. Larimer. Those who 
meet her now us a woman of the present 
dny, quite abreast of the times in which 
she lives, interested in all public ques- 
tions and fnl] of kindly syrnpnthips, can 
scarcely realize that in ber yonth she 
WIIH the heroine of a rtgtihi" 'dime 
novel' story of the plains. 


"In 1804 Lieutenant Larimer, who 


had 
just been 
honorably discharged 


from tho Union army, left hie home in 
Kiilisas, accompanied by his young wife 
ami little child, to CTOBS the plains for 
th" restoration of his health, which had 
given ont throngh haul ncrvico in the 
Wai. They were in company with Ht'V- 
eml other travelers and had with them 
valuable personal belongings, consist- 
ing of several wagons and horses, ex- 
pensive clothing, family jewels, 11 coiu- 
plde photographic outfit and nearly 
$4, HOD in money. When in Wyoming 
tei i itory, they were surprised by n band 
of Sionx Indians, who inmdered three 
•if the party, wotinded two, Lieutenant 
Liniinur being one of tho wounded, nnd 
captured Mrs. Larimer nnd her child. 
The Indians 'ook tho woman and child 
to their cnmp, about 70 inilw from 
the Hpot where tlioy had attacked the 
travelers. 


"A day or two after the attack news 


ra'ne to the Eleventh cavalry, btutioned 
at Kcrt Larnmie, VVy., that the Sioux 
had attacked travelers on the emigrant 
roail and had carried Mrs. Larimer and 
her child into captivity. 
Lieutenant 


Laiimer had been found, nearly doad 
from arrow wounds and distracted at 
the fato which had befallen his wife 
and baby. 
The officers of the Eleventh 


immediately moved purt of thoir com- 
mand tip the Plntte river and obtained 
fp'ther information as to where the 
laiil had tnken place. They were about 
to move against the Indians with a 
force of two companies 
when Mrs. 


Laiimur ciime crawling into camp, car- 
rying her child in her arms. Their con- 
dition was deplorable. She and the child 
wt i e nearly famished. AH soon as Mrs. 
LPI liner was able she gave a detailed 
ac< omit of the position of the Indians, 
th< ir plans and movements, their de- 
signs against the command which they 
1cm w wov.ld bo moving against them, 
tin ir numbers nnd tho ambuscades 
which they had prepared. Her informa- 
tion was so valuable that the officers 
wei cable to thwart the designs of tho 
Indians, no't only against the rjiirstiine; 
ironps, but against exposed points and 
trains that were on the emigrant load. 


"The officers found the information 


Mm. Larimer gave as to tho position 
and movements of the Indians to be ex- 
actly as she had said nnd marveled at 
the powers of observation nnd clearness 
of memory which had endured through 
the hours of torture she had gone 
thiongh. The accuracy of her state- 
ments was particularly verified by the 
fa< t that one of the lieutenants and a 
few of his men, who had disobeyed or- 
ders and followed a trail apart from the 
command,1- fell into nn ambnscnde de- 
nciibed 
by Mra. Larimer and 
were 


killed. 


"Mrs. Larimer was never quite clear 


as to how many hours she had passed 
with the Indians. From the moment of 
captivity, when they had started off 
wilh her child and herself in their train, 
she had concentrated every faculty on 
watching for an cpj ortunity of escape. 
She had seen her husband struck down 
by arrows, killed, as she supposed; had 
seen the wagons fired nnd her friends 
killed and wounded. 
She had read of 


the torttires inflicted by Indians upon 
women captives, never imagining that 
one day she would be thuir wretched 
victim. 
.She was determined, if possi- 


ble to get herbelf and child away from 
their clutches nnd die in some other 
way than by their tortures. She had 
al\\ays been a girl of fearless disposi- 
tion, quick in her movements and very 
observant. She pretended to be bodily 
in a languid and almost immovable 
state. 
After 
'oours of waiting and 


watching their dances and listening to 
thi ir plans for further depredations, 
when they hud ceased to observe her, 
slin found a chance to slip away beyond 
the fires into tho dark bush. For hours 
and 
hours, 
throngh two days and 


nights, ihe struggled on, faint, nearly 
dend, until she fell exhausted in the 
camp of the cavalry. 


"It was a happy time, of course, 


when she found her young husband 
nine. AH they had in the world was 
gone, but after the horrors of their ex- 
penencehad passed away a little and 
health was in a measure restored they 
st.irted out afresh. 
Mrs. Larimer has 


always >>een the business manager of 
the tiro. Ber hnsband never had his 
health completely restored."—Philadel- 
phia Times.
